Hiring of Hoys Under Hi Years 
in Fighting Forest Fires Is 
Unlawful, Department of 
Justice Decides. 


I no of Boy’ Scout* in fighting forest 


fires may have to be discontinued un­ 


der a ruling issued to the Department 
of Forests and Waters by the attorney 
general. 
Although the state forest fire laws 
permit forest wardens to impress per­ 
sons into service to aid in extinguish­ 
ing tires if the emergency warrants, 
minors of less than Id years of age 
may not be employed, 
the 
opinion 
states, citing the child 
labor 
laws 
against employment of minors. 
The 
decision holds that w ard ens have no 
authority’ to violate one state law iii 
order to enforce another. 
In a letter of warning to forest 
rangers, the Department of Forests 
and Waters says: 
“The opinion of the Department of 
Justice is that 
I he luring of boys 
under I ti years of ag e is clearly un­ 
lawful and therefore* local forest fire 
wardens and forest rangers will be 
careful not to employ boys for work 
in fighting forest tires. 
Failure to 
comply with the law would cause the 
employer to he liable* for violation of 
the Pennsylvania child labor laws, a 
well as for damage suit*.” 


Naval Balloon 
Lands Near Here

air station at Lakehurst, N. 
J., landed early today on a 
farm five miles north of Me­ 
chanicsburg, completing a 
flight which was begun at 
Lakehurst at 9 o’clock last 
night.

LAYS DISASTER 
OFSHENANDOAH 
UPON LANSDOWNE 


Captain Anton Heinen 
Declares Danger Sig­ 
nals Were “Shriek­ 
ing Loud.” 


(By Associated Pre**.) 
Lakehurst, N. J., Oct I.— Benjamin 


O, Hoi reth,. a Shenandoah survivor, 
and James Work, chief draftsman at 
the air station here, were named today 
by ( aptain Anton Heinen, Zeppelin 
pilot, as the men who gave him the 
information upon which much of his 
testimony was based. 


An opinion that the primary cause 
of the wrecking of the airship Shenan- 
doah was a failure of the officers in 
charge tai heed 
danger signals that 
were “shrieking loud" was expressed 
to the Naval Court of Inquiry yester­ 
day fly Captain Heinen. 
Asserting the disaster was “entirely 
and very easily avoidable,” Heinen, 
under direct questioning by the court, 
placed the blame .squarely 
on 
the 
shoulders 
of 
Commander 
Zachary 
Lansdowne. 
A ould Have Saved Ship 
Asked on what grounds he did this. 
he said: 
“In my opinion the ship ran delib­ 
erately into the center of the storm 
for at least half an hour after danger 
signals had been shrieking out loud. 
.W ith the ship having sufficient power 
for steerage way she easily could have 
gotten out of danger. 
I stand ready 
t<> prove this from the ev 
sented to this court.” 
“Are you prepared to say that had 
you been in charge of the Shenandoah 
you could have escaped the sto rm ? ’* 
asked Rear-Admiral Jones, president 
of the court. 
“ I am proud to say I believe I could 
have,” replied Captain Heinen. 
Danger Signal Unheeded 
Under further questioning. Captain’ 
Heinen explained it was his theory 
the first danger signals were evident 
at the time Lieutenant-Commander C. 
L. Rosendahl, senior surviving officer 
and navigator of the Shenandoah, re­ 
lieved 
Lieutenant-Commander 
Han­ 
cock in the control car before condi­ 
tions had become such it was decided 
to call Commander Lansdowne. 
A t 
that time, he said, the ship was drift­ 
ing to the right, a danger signal that 
should have been heeded immediately. 
“ If I may be permitted to refer to 
it.” Heinen added, “we had much tho 
same experience when the Shenandoah 
broke from the mooring mast here last 
January.” 
Atmosphere Tense 
Captain Heinen was on the w itness 
stand for three hours and his exam ina­ 
tion hud not concluded w hen court w as 
adjourned until 
today. 
His 
criti­ 
cisms regarding structural changes in 
the Shenandoah had aroused surviv­ 
o rs and officers at the air station here, 
and there was an atmosphere of sumo 
tenseness when he was called to face 
alike the court and the group of sur­ 
vivors ranged to the left of the room. 
Speaking with a slight accent, tho 
witness 
frequently appeared to be­ 
come excited and could be followed 
only with difficulty. 
Several 
tim es 
Captain Heinen objected to question}* 
put by Commander Rosendahl on the 
ground they were not pertinent to tho 
inquiry, and he was sustained by tho 
court. 
Likewise he steadfastly de­ 
clined to divulge the names of officers 


him some of the 
information 
upon 
which his testimony was based, say­ 
ing he thought they first should bo 
given an opportunity to come forward 
themselves. 
He was not pressed for 
the names.

While the strike vote has not been , 
tabulated yet, it Was said that while !

the minority and the great hulk of the 
workers are determined to have a de­ 
cision now.
